LASSEN PEAK’S ERUPTION 
WORST IN ITS HISTORY. 


EDDING (Cal.) March 20.—Both 
R in magnitude. and duration, Las- 
| sen peak’s eighty-second out- 
j Ovens today exceeded all previous 
eruptions. 

Beginning at dawn, a mighty col- 
umn of dense black smoke rose from 
the voleano’s principal crater and 
spread a pall over the countryside for 
miles in all directions. At 3 p.m. the 
eruption ceased, but for an hour 
longer ashes continued to fail at points 
fifteen miles away. The sky was 
cloudless and there was scarcely a 
breeze to give direction to the huge 


plume of smoke. 

From Redding a magnificent view 
of the eruption was had, and although 
this city is forty-two miles distant 
from the mountain, residents were

made keenly aware of Lassen’s activ- 
ity by the acrid smell of the sulphur- 
ous smoke. Four miles from Red- 
ding ashes fell so thickly that names 
could be written in the pasty sub- 
stance. 

The atmosphere, surcharged with 
volcanic dust, contributed to a gor- 
geous sunset that flamed like an 
aurora borealis, 

Whether other craters surrounding 
the main vent were active today could 
not be ascertained owing to the black 
billows from the peak, whose funne!)

Yesterday. however, two other 
vents, one in a desolate region three 
miles away from the peak and known 
as Bumpus Hell, were unusually ac- 
tive. Scientists who inspected Lassen 
peak last summer, it was recalled to- 
day, gave out this warning: “If 
Bumpas Hell wakes up, look out.”’

Senate Public Health Committee for 
the second time reported out the ce- 
ment container bill.

This bill, which would compel ce- 
ment manufacturers to use paper bags 
inside of cloth bags for their product, 
has cecasioned one of the biggest 
fights of the 1915 legislative session. 

On Thursday a similar bill was de- 
feated in the Assembly after a strenu- 
ous contest. The measure is cham- 
pioned by union-labor advocates, who 
insist that the dust generated from 
jute bags is detrimental to the health 
of the stevedores handling cement on 
"the docks at San Francisco. The 
manufacturers claim if the bill is 
nassed their business would be ruined, 
inasmuch as they could net compete 
with manufacturers outside of the 


State.

BLUFF COUNTRY 
NATURAL FORT. 


Indians. had Big Advantage 
Over the White Posse. 


Last Fight with Aborigines in 
Picturesque Region. 


Outlaw Disappeared Here; 
was Never Captured. 


BY BURL ARMSTRONG. 


Paw over your map of the South- 
west and let your fnger rest on the 
only’ place where the cornerr of four 
States come together——the only place 
In the United States where such a 
thing occurs. Colorado, New Mexico, 
Arizona and Utah meet at a rude liit- 
tle monument of stone reared to a 
modest height on the desert. 

Trace with your finger to the west 
and Slightly to the north until you 
strike the San Juan River at Bluff, 
and vou will have a fair idea of the 
location of the recent battle between 
Federal officials, cogboys, ranchers 
and the band of Piute Indians, who 
gave up yesterday after what was 
verhaps the last pitched battle be- 
tween American Indians and _ the 
whites. 

Bluff is a little city of a few hun- 
dred persons, mostly Mormons and 
“foreigners” engaged in oil develop- 
ment along the sandy shores of the 
San Juan River. In all that vast 
stretch of “bad nds” known as the 
San Juan drainage, Bluff is the only 
fertile spot south of the slope of 
the Blue Mountains. 

An tdea of the Inaccessibliity of the 
region where the spectacular fight oc- 
curred may be gained from the fact 
that Bluff is 150 miles south of the 
Rio Grande Rallroad,. in a direct 
line: is about 200 miles north of the 
Santa Fe, as the crow. flies, and is 
more than 100 miles west of the 
narrow-gauge railroad at Durango, 
(nlo. West of Bluff there is a long 
reach of broken country that resem- 
bles a description of Dante's inferno, 
sans the smoke, ending itn a Dbiaze 
of color at the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado. 

An Injun fight in 1915! 

The Indians could probably have 
held out for a long time against an 
overpowering force. They knew every 
waterhole from the Elk Mountains to 
Ship Rock: they understood the tacti- 
cal advantage of every rock from 
“amp Jackson, on the Blue Moun- 
tains, to the head of Moonlight Can- 
von, and it was practically impos- 
«ible to surround them in that coun- 


try. 

SPLIT BY CANYONS. 
The slope from the Blue Mountains 
in Utah to the San Juan River is 
split by great canyons that deepen 
through the mesas and widen as they 
contact with the river. At 


come 
Grayson, " the southeast shoulder of 
the Blues, ‘ere ts a thrifty tarm- 


ing communit. vhere dry farming has 
reached the highest point of develop- 
ment. South of that point, until Bluff 
is reached, there is nothing to raise 
but hell. 

Cottonwood Canyon threads its 
sinuous way up from the _ river 
through the rocks and sand until it 
is lost somewhere on the shaggy sides 
of the Blue Mountains. After fight- 
ing two or three days in this can- 
yon, the Indians moved on further 
west to Butler Canyon, which is even 
more rugged and inaccessible. 

Not many of the white men in the 
chase understood the trails in this for- 
lorn country. During a snowstorm, 
such as that which raged during most 
of the engagement, it was almost im- 
possible for any white man to com- 
pete with an Indian in travel. 
The Piutes or Pah-Utes, meaning 
the “water utes,” are an offshoot of 
the ancient tribe of Utes, a peacable 
band whose bucks are famous hunt- 
ers in the country far north of the 
Blue Mountains. The Pah-Utes have 
established themselves nearer the San 
Juan River, just north of the Navajo 
Indian reservation in Arizona. They 
are a shiftiess, lazy, unproductive 
tribe. The women are not industrious 
in basket-making or pottery, and the 
men do not Weave blankets and rugs 
as other producing tribes of Indians 
in that part of the Southwest. The 
men pass their time chiefly in hunting 
and most of them are great marks- 
men. Posey, one of the leaders of 
the revolt, is a famous marksman. 

From the dispatches it appeared 
that the Indians traveled steadily 
westward, probably hoping to lose 
their pursuers in the Wooden Shoe 
country over near the Colorado River. 
In order to reach that wonderful nat- 
ural labyrinth, the Indians worked 
“northward toward the Elk Mountains, 
crossing Comb ridge, a fearfully rock- 
riddled barrier, where the trails are 
known only to the native Indian who 
has hunted every foot of the ground. 


LAST UPRISING. 


It was an almost identical maneuver 
in 1892, when the last great uprising 
of the Utes occurred, and several sol- 
diers were killed in White Canyon, at 
what is now known as Soldiers’ Cross- 
ing. It was at this point that the In- 
dians, fleeing from the eastern slope 
of the Elk Mountains, crossed White 
Canyon in an attempt to gain the San 
Juan River at the south and cross into 
the Navajo reservation, where they 
hoped to find asylum among friendly 
redskins of other tribes. The soldiers 
overtook the rear guard of the In- 
dians, and a pitched battle ensued. 
The eloquent story of that fight is 
written by three simple headstones set 
in a mournful mowvnd around which 
a rude fence of scrub pinon has been 
built. The trail leading from Bluff 
down White Canyon to Dandy Croas- 
ing, a distance of eighty miles, passes 
this simple monument. 
The Wooden Shoe country is north 
and east of Dandy Croasing, which 
may be located on the map by Hite 
postoffice. Here old Cass Hite, a fa- 
mous Indian fighter of the old days, 
is passing his last days panning gold 
alone Tikabo bar and entertaining an 
occasional intrepid traveler with tales 
of the Texas Panhandle when he dig- 
pensed justice with two guns in front 
of him when Justice of the Peace Cass 
Hite called the court to order. 
It was in this Wooden Shoe country 
that Butch Cassidy and his gang of 
train robbers defied capture for 
months and finally escaped. There is 
still a price on the elusive head of 
Butch. Geologists who study erosive 
action glory in the formations that 
nature has made in the Wooden Shoe. 
A tenderfoot may be lost in a few 
hours in this rough country, and if he 
finds his way out he becomes the cen- 

tral figure in a miracle.

were made by the Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday when Chief En-: 

gineer Mulholland, Special the property. 
Mathews and City Attorney Stephens 
were named as a committee to prepare 
a feasible plan for the serving of thou- 
sands of consumers in outlying sec- 
tions of the city with water from the 
municipal waterworks system. 

This important move came at the 
conclusion of an urgent request from 
City Attorney Stephens that the pres- 
ent conditions under which patrons of 
the small water companies are served 
be remedied, and that the city service 
be extended to ultimately serve those 
now getting their water supply from 
private concerns. 

The City Attorney advocated the 
temporary abrogation of the 40-cent 
rule to apply to those customers of 
private companies as the first step in 
bringing about the establishment of 
municipal service. 

“The Public Service 
now has funds available to carry on 
this important work,” said the City 
Attorney.

“SPIRITS” DO NOT SAVE “MASTER 
SPOOK” FROM PRISON, 


Judge Might Have Given “Book- 
keeper, Minister of the Gospel and 
Physician” Ten Years for Fraud. 


Granted Ten Days to Appeal—He

While the maximum sentence of 


ten years might have been imposed,

People holding public positions steal from 
every man and woman ambitious for polit- 
ical preferment when they misconduct 
themselves. The cause of suffrage suffers 
when women having the franchise are guilty 


licly or privately compromise themselves. 
Officials steal from the people when they 
arrogate to themselves any power belong- 
ing to their office—when they forget they 
are the servants and that the men outside 
the rail are their employers. Taxpayers 
are patient as beasts of burden, but they 
have inalienable rights that should be re- 
spected by city, county, State and national 
employees who steal when they give per- 
functory service or clip business hours as 
if they were coupons. The taxpayers pay 
for honest service, and every man from the 
President to the humblest government em- 
ployee should be taught that it is a crime 
to steal from the people who put up the 
cash to keep them in office. 

Parents steal from their children when 
they leave the great superfacts to be told 
by any tongue but their own. Children rev- 
erence life when they take its origin from 
their parents’ lips. Every day children 
are saved from contamination because their 
parents have made it possible for them to 
say to their playmates: 

“Oh, I know all about fit! My mother 
told me one night after I had said my 
prayers and she said it was too sacred for 
little girls to talk about! — 


“My father told me one day when he 
went fishing and he said that gentlemen — 


never discuss such things!” 

The beginning of life is robbed of all 
mystery when the knowledge comes to 
children from their fathers and mothers. 

We steal from ourselves when we petrify 
our brains by any form of indulgence and 
when we squander our time unprofitably; 
when we demean ourselves by ignoble acts 
and when we think unclean and pestilential 
thoughts. It is inconceivable that we de 
liberately steal from ourselves. But none 
of us are blameless of a thousand subtle 
forms of stealing from our bodies, our 
brains, our conscience and our souls.

TWO CONVICTED OF CHINESE 
SMUGGLING CONSPIRACY, 


Second of its Kind Ever Brought. 
Government Wins Notable Victory 
by Proving if Conspirators ,Didn’'t 


Succeed in Carrying Out Their 
Plans They Weren't to Blame, 


The government won a notable vic- 


O'Rourke, former yardmaster of the 
Santa Fe Railroad at San Diego, on 
the charge of conspiring to violate 
the Chinese Exclusion Act. 

It is a feather in the cap of the lIo- 
cal immigration officers, in that the 
action of the Federal jury in Judge 


Bledsoe’s court is but the second 
time in the history of the enforce- 
ment of that law where convictions 
have followed in cases where no Chi- 
nese were brought across the line In- 
to American territory. Some years 
ago, in Massachusetts, a conviction 
was had under similar circumstances. 
In the San Diego hearing Judge 
Bledsoe charged the jury ihat no mat- 
ter if the expedition was unsuccess- 
ful, if it had been. proved that the 
defendants had entered into a con- 
spiracy to violate the law, they were 
gulitvy. He held that the steaming of 
the vessel out of the harbor of San 
Diego was the overt act. and whet'- 
er or not a load of Chinese was 
brought back, was merely an inec!i- 
dent of the trip. If it was not suc- 
cessful it was through no fault of the 
conspirators. 

On June 29, 1914, the gasoline 
launch Ella, owned by Harry Koche, 
of San Diego, went out of that har- 
bor, bound for the Point of Rocks, 
below the international line, to get a 
load of Chinese. The boat was in 
command of Koche, her master, and 
aboard were Sam Leffingwell, whom 
the immigration authorities have been 
trying to catch for the past four years, 
and who has since pleaded gcuilty:; 
Bill Fox, now a fueitive from Jjus- 
tice in Mexico: “Kid” Montezama, al- 
ao wn Mexico, and a “fugitive; and 
Mansur According to the evidence 
of the government, the other defend- 
ant. O'Rourke, was at Hueneme, near 
Oxnard, waiting for the human cargo. 
A boat put out of the Point of 
Rocks loaded to the gunwale with yel- 
low men, but thev had no sooner 
got out to sea than a storm arose, 
the engine of the boat broke down, 
and the frightened Chinese Insisted 
upon being taken ashore, so this was 
done. The Ella cruised about for a 
day or 80, when information was 
conveyed to Koche that the other boat 
had returned to its harbor, and there 
was nothMmsg doing in the smuggling 
line.

CENARIO writing, the great in- 
ternational indoor sport of the 


S world! 


At last the Peepul have a whack at 
art; Parnassus has its Coney Island; 
the hoi-polloli may buy drinks for the 
Muses. 

Art, to change the figure, is tired 
of getting a crick in the neck looking 
up, has come down to dwell among us, 
donned a kimono and let down her 
back hair. 

Everybody from preachers to push- 
cart men, from manual labor musi- 
clans to ministers, from elevator boys 


to editors, from diplomats to dish- 
washers, is in the business.

ANOTHER PLAN 
FOR BOULEVARD. 


Former Mayor Suggests a 
_ Brand New Route. 


Would Utilize Second Street 
Beyond Vermont. 


Stands Ready to Donate Free 
\ Right of Way. 


Many suggestions have been offered 
in the past few years for a possible 
route to be followed by the great 
northwest boulevard which all have 
agreed will have to be built to care 
for the tremendous volume of travel 
and traffic that will be seeking an 
outlet through Bunker Hill the mo- 
ment that barrier to westward de- 
velopment has been opened up. Some 


of the ideas have been feasible and 
others have not. 

At least one, the proposed West 
First Street boulevard following the 
present line of First street to Com- 
monwealth avenue and thence swing- 
ing diagonally across Silver Lake 
Parkway to Temple street, has been 
serenity considered by the City Coun- 


Strangely enough, the newest plan 
of all is also the oldest. For many 
years Henry T. Hazard, one of the 
leading citizens of the west side and a 
former Mayor of Los Angeles, has 
had a pet scheme all his own. Long 
before any of the northwest boule- 
vard schemes that are familiar to the 
present-day advocates of the open cut 
and tunnel plans had been broached 
Mr. Hazard was explaining his own 
idea to his neighbors. In discussing 
his scheme during the week with the 
city engineering department, he de- 
clared that it had never occurred to 
him to bring the thing before the 
public. There-would be time for this, 
he thought, when some way of getting 
through’ the hill had a@mce been defi- 
nitely determined upo#. 

Expressed in the briefest possible 
form, the boulevard plan of the form- 
er city executive calle for the utiliza- 
tion of First street westward from the 
proposed open cut to Reno street, 
from which point the thoroughfare 
would cut across lots on an absolutely 
straight line to ihe point of intersec- 
tion of Second street and Alexandria 
avenue. Mr. Haza gives as his 
principal argumenf? for the plan the 
fact that it would be making use of 
Second street, which now extends as a 
level, serviceable street from Alex- 
andria avenue to the western city 
limits, and that the boulevard he sug- 
gests would cross Silver Lake Park- 
way on a direct line at one of Its nar- 
rowest points, eliminating the neces- 
sity for a long bridge or viaduct.

2000 to 6000 years ago. He unearthed 
astonishing evidence of the early state 
of man on the western hemisphere. 
lie completely exposed the temples of

Maya priests in a dozen wonderful 
cities that lightly slept within the 
tomb of time. He proved to the 


world, in his capacity as director of 
the school of archaeology, that neither 
Babylon nor Nineveh ever had such 
architecture as the early cities built 
by the Indians of Guatemala and Mex- 
ico, that Greece had no such sculpture 
as theirs nor Egypt such Pyramids or 
such art. 

As director of exhibits in science 
and art of the Panama-California Ex- 
position he has grouped these discov- 
eries in an astounding array to illus- 
trate the evolution of man. 

By evolution Dr. Hewett does not 
mean the descent of man from mon- 


keys. Neither did Darwin. He 
means, instead, the ascent of man 
from the early life current. Evolu- 


tion with him means the tiding of the 
stream. 

This is to say that the monkey has 
taken his course and fulfills his cvcle 
as a monkey, and not that the monkey 
was the start of man or will ever be- 
come man. It does not preclude the 
possibility of an inferior race of man 
becoming a@ superior race.

MODEL FARM 
IS OUR EDEN. 


Paradise Regained Here, the 
Verdict of Visitors. 


Seven Southern Counties are 
Hosts to Thousands. 


Back-to-the-Land Appeals to 
Eastern Guests. 
BY MARY 8S. GULLIVER. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ! 

SAN DIEGO, March 20.—No e- 
hibit of the Panama-California Ex- 
position has created the interest that 
the Model Farm, an adjunct of the 
Southern California exhibit, has, for 
no other exhibit is so close to the 
heart of the average man or woman. 

The Model Farm, planned afd in- 
stelled by the Seven Southern 
Counties Commission, is the most im- 


portant contribution to the back-to- 
the-land movement that has been 
made. Here is a working model of 
the little farm and home for which so 
many city people long. bet think 
impossible to own for finaricial rea- 
sons. Here it is demonstrated that 
with but a small acreage by intensive 
farming, one may have a living and a 
very good one at that. 

The practical side of the exhibit 
appeals to the man and the beauty of 
the grounds, the charming bungalow 
with its attractive rooms and furnish- 
ings appeal to his wife. 

The exhibit of the seven counties, 
Los Angeles San Diego, Ventura, 
Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Imperial. planned to show and 
demonstrate the resources of South- 
ern California, covers seventeen acres. 
In this space is the Southern Call- 
fornia Building. a beautiful structure 
of the Spanish mission type, sur- 
reunded by beautiful gardens. A little— 
to the south of the building is the 
Model Farm and the citrus orchard. 
The farm is a _  five-acre tract 
planted with peach, apricot, walnut. 
apple, cherry and pear trees. In the 
center of a beautifully-kept lawn is 
an attractive California bungalow 
with roses clambering up the walls, 
and heliotrope and marquerites grow- 
ing on either side. 

Strawberries, logan berries and all 
of the small fruits are planted, while 
in a plot back of the house are garden 
vegetables. Back of the vegetable 
garden are the poultry yards. models 
of up-to-date poultry yards, they are, 
too. In each chicken yard is a peach 
tree for shade, while in the corral 
devoted to turkeys, one’s curiosity is 
aroused by the sight of alfalfa grow- 
ing with a screen covering over it. 
This has been arranged by the garde- 
ner that the turkeys may range over 
the alfalfa without injuring its 


growth. 

ON THE SLY. 
“Please may I pick a strawberry, 
just to say I picked one in March?” 
said an eastern woman today as she 
gaze at the strawberry patch, and as 
the wife of the gardener discreetly 
turned her head in order not to see 
the infringement of the rules the 
woman eagerly picked and ate the 
luscious fruit. 
“I suppose the oranges are wired 
to the trees.” said another interested 
visitor, as she did not believe it pos- 
sibie for oranges to be growing on 
the trees that were planted, but three 
years ago. 
But the visitors are not merely in- 
terested in seeing the farm, but evi- 
dently mean to put into practice many 
of the plans demonstrated there and 
numerous inquiries about plans for 
the bungalow, the Model Farm and 
methods of cultivation are received 
daily by those in charge of the ex- 
hibit from people attracted by the 
Farm, the bungalow and the back-to- 
the-land idea. 
Secretary H. B. Gurley of the Seven 
Counties Commission is kept busy 
answering such inquiries and is having 
a folder prepared containing plans of 
the bungalow and a diagram of the 
Model Farm with statistics and in- 
formation for this purpose. Blue 
prints of the bungalow are in demand 
and these are being prepared also for 
the visitors. 
Today five letters were received by 
the secretary from Pittsburgh, asking 
all manner of questions about the 
farm and bungalow, while a man from 
New York State has made numerous 
visits to the exhibit to study the 
bungalow as he plans to subdivide 
his acreage in the East and to erect 
homes of the bungalow type similar 
to this one, 
Across the road from the Model 
Farm is planted the citrus orchard.

On every temple of these ancient 
cities discovered by the scientists in 
Guatemala and New Mexico there is 
a date. Some of these dates go back 
nearly 4000 years prior to their de- 
struction, and this catastrophe oc- 
curred at least 2000 years before Co- 
lumbus brought Europe to the doors 
of the western world. All of these 
temples use the symbo! of the cross. 
All of them show symbols of sacrifice 
and reveal orders of priesthood. Moat 
of them represent both priests and 
queens with scepters In their hands. 

Such light ag we have today is not 
new. Our present civilization is only 
1500 years removed from « state of 
utter barbarism. Before it waa in its 
infancy a civilization of neonceivable 
refinement had been swept from the 
western hemisphere. 

I have no authority for this in- 
terpretation of Dr. Hewett's great 
work other than that it has been sug- 
gested to me by some of his amazing 
contributions to science through his 
exhibitions at the San Diego exposi- 
tion. Anything more romantic in 
speculation has never been brought to 
public attention. Dr. Hewitt has only 
been allowed about $5000 a year for 
five years with which. to bring these 
hidden treasures of the past to mod- 
ern light. 1 wish the price of some 
one city library would be turned into 
his hands for this research of incom- 
prehensibie significance. It would be 
good to Sind out more of man's his- 
tory as he has written it in his own 
works. 

In the petrified forests of Arizona 
Dr. Hewett has found hundreds of 
pieces of pottery stamped in dyes 
that have withetood the erosions of 
time and the exposure of weather for 
2000 vears, and they are still unfad- 
ing. Not one of these beautiful pieces 
is a duplicate in form or painting. 
This is a rare illustration of the 
versatility of the people who were the 
first Americans. 

In hie marvelous array of relics at 
the exposition Dr. Hewett has dividéd 
the science of man t[nto three parts 
They are man’s evolution as an ani- 
mal, Hie evele in fndividual and 
his differentiation inte race types 

Man's pathological possibilities and 
all of the forces of degeneration are 
here taught in an unforgetable man- 
ner. 

Camparative anatomists have con- 
tributed tmmensely to thie exhibit by 
their ablilitv to accurately reconstruct 
complete types from the discovery of 


a few bones of the prehistoric people 
of different countrie® and ages. 

Not a little of thie work of inesti- 
mab valine has come to us from 
Reigian scientists and sculptors, add-' 
ing a fresh note of resret fur the 
despoilation of that splendid country 
and heroic people. 


The whole effect of the exposition 
at San Diego ta to acquaint man with 
the history of man, dating to a re- 
mote voeriod and bringing ft down 
through obscure vistas of time to 


what we call modernity. 
This is done through illuminating 


examples. which ignite the individual! 
powers of speculation and lead to tell- 
ing conclusions Tt gives us works

“ FRUIT CAKE~—Two pounds of sugar, 
‘wo and a half pounds of butter, twenty- 
five eggs, two grated nutmegs, one tea- 
spoon of cinnamon, half teaspoon each of 
mace, cloves, and allspice, grated rinds 
2 and juice of two lemons, half a pint of 
brandy, one gill of molasses, two pounds 
of candied citron shreded fine, two pounds 
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work in the beaten eggs, a few at a time, 
after beating each one seperately; then 
spices and fluids. Mix in flour and then 
fruit, previously dredging it with flour. 
Bake in pans or molds lined with paper.
